GUIDELINES FOR STARTING THE DIPLOMA IN EMERGENCY ANDj DISASTER NURSING 
THE PROGRAMME MAY BE OFFERED AT 

(A) The G ♦vemment (State/Centre/Autonomous) nursing teaching institution offering diploma or degree 

prognLnmes in nursing having parent/affiliated Government Hospital facilities for “Emergency and Disaster 
Nursing” experience. j 

Or 

(B) Other no. l-govemment nursing teaching institution offering diploma or degree programmes in nursing having 
parent Hospital facilities for “Emergency and Disaster Nursing” experience. 

Or 

(C) The Hosp’tal, which has a specific Emergency Services for Trauma and Nop Trauma cases 
RECOGNITION PROCEDURE 

1. Any institui ;on which wishes to start post basic diploma in emergency and!disaster nursing should obtain die 
No Objectic.i/ Essentiality certificate from the State Government.
